Bruce Lee Lives! We've seen that mes- 
sage scribbled on walls and plastered on 
posters. Even though the famous kung fu 
star died in 1973, it’s plain to see that in the 
hearts of his fans, Bruce Lee will never die. 
Somewhere between Enter the Dragon 
and Fists ofFury, Bruce stopped being just 
a person and became a super-hero. 

On the screen he was a one-man kung fu 
brigade, totaling the bad guys with ham- 
mering hands and slashing feet. To hear 
some people talk, you'd think Bruce came 
to earth from another planet. But the facts 
are not quite as thrilling. Bruce was born in 
San Francisco, California. His parents were 
from Hong Kong. They happened to be in 
California because Bruce's father was per- 
forming in a Chinese opera company there.

When Bruce was still a baby, the Lees 
went back to Hong Kong, and that’s where 
Bruce grew up. He was a tough kid so his 
father turned him on to kung fu. 

Here’s the way Bruce remembered it: 
"When I was 12, my father taught me the 
basics of kung fu. Then he sent me to study 
with Yip Man, a famous Hong Kong teacher 
of the wing chuen kune style of kung fu. 
From this style I worked up my own tech- 
nique which I call jeet kune do. It means 
“intercepting fist way.” In jeet kune do, the 
feet become the chief weapon. And when I 
kick, I really kick!” 

Bruce wasn't kidding. Once, while doing 
a kung fu exhibition on TV, he side-kicked 
five boards that were in the air. He broke 
four of them with his feet.

At 13, Bruce was so hooked on kung fu 
that he gave school the hooky treatment 
once too often. "I got expelled, and my 
father got mad. He said, ‘You're impossible. 
I'm going to send you to America where all 
the kids are impossible!’ So he packed me 
off to Seattle, Washington.” 

For a while, Bruce used his head instead 
of his feet. He went to the University of 
Washington and got good grades. He got a 
masters degree in philosophy. He even 
wrote a book about Oriental philosophy. 

The book didn't bring in much money, so 
Bruce went back to the thing he did best. He 
opened up three kung fu schools, one in 
Seattle and two in California. 

"T didn't want to teach people to hurt each 
other,” he said. "I wanted to show them that 
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Oriental martial arts like karate and kung 
fu can lead to self-knowledge. You don't 
learn a thing punching and kicking the 
stuffing out of some other guy. The disci- 
pline of karate and kung fu should help you 
knock the stuffing out of your own fears and 
hang-ups. It should give you the confidence 
of knowing you're so tough that you don't 
have to act tough.” 

Remember that TV demonstration of kung 
fu we told you about? That's where Bruce 
caught the eye of a TV producer, and got. 
the role of Kato in the TV series The Green 
Hornet. That made him the first to show real 
Oriental combat arts to the general public. 

Before long, people were calling Bruce 
the fastest fist in the West. He was also the 
fastest foot. Try catching an early glimpse 


of his style when a James Garner movie 
called Marlowe turns up on TV. In it, Bruce 
totals Marlowe's office. Zap! Chop! Wham! 
Using just fists and feet, he splits a desk in 
two, knocks doors off their hinges, and 
brings down the ceiling. 

Where does the fastest fist in the West go 
if he wants to become the fastest fist in the 
East? To Hong Kong, home of those Chinese 
martial arts flicks. : 

Bruce's first kung fu movie was Fists of 
Fury. "In it I played a simple country boy 
who comes to a big city,” Bruce remem- 
bered later. “There I got a job working in a 
factory. But the factory owner turned out to 
be a dope dealer, and his henchmen mur- 
dered all my cousins and kidnapped my 
girl. So Ihad to beat up all the bad guys and 
save her.” 

All the plots of Bruce’s movies were like 
that. Only the titles were different—Enter 
the Dragon, Revenge of the Dragon, and 
The Chinese Connection, for example. 
Bruce had to admit his movies were ‘‘pretty 
unrealistic. There was a lot of overacting 
and jumping around. But they weren't 
meant to be taken seriously. They were ac- 
tion comics on film. I supplied the action.” 

Bruce’s brand of action—feet flashing 
like sabres, hands chopping like machetes 
—made him a star. But not for long. In 1973, 
he complained of a headache, went to bed, 
and died. 

By now, everybody knows Bruce Lee is 
dead, but the strange thing is not everyone 
believes it. Not long ago, a magazine pub- 
lished an article about his death, and it got 
letters you wouldn't believe (or would you?). 


Dear Sirs: 

Are you out of your tree? Stop writing 
stuff about Bruce Lee being dead. He is 
invincible. He can never die. 


Dear Idiots: 

Bruce Lee lives! You better believe it or 
I will come to your office and give you 
a karate chop. 


Then, of course, there are the people who 


will admit that Bruce is dead, but who won't 
believe that his death was a natural one. 
Alex Block wrote a book called The Legend 
of Bruce Lee and he has his own far-out 
theory of Bruce’s death. Block claims Bruce 
may have been killed by kung fu masters 
who thought Bruce was revealing too many 
of their secrets. 

According to Block, certain kung fu mas- 
ters can put all their strength and energy 
into a single blow. One touch from them and 
the victim's inner organs vibrate until he 
drops dead. 

Unbelievable? We think so too. Certainly 
there’s no proof. But some people want to 
believe it. It's just that they feel that a real 
super-hero like Bruce Lee has got to have a 
fantastic finish! —Margaret Ronan

In 1946 Mr. John Goldwater was just an- 
other publisher of comic books trying to 
imitate the success of Superman. He wasn’t 
doing that well. Then he had an idea. "Su- 
perman is so popular because he is so dif- 
ferent from a normal man,’’ Goldwater told 

“So I thought maybe the opposite, a 
very normal man, would also be popular. 
What about a teenage boy — an all-Ameri- 
can type of guy might be a real change. I 
remembered a boy I went to high school 
with who was that type. His name was 
Archie, so that's what I named my new 
hero.” 


Of course, Goldwater was right. People 
were very interested in the adventures of 
an unsuper-hero. The first Archie comic 
was an immediate hit, and today there are 
over 40 different Archie titles selling over 
six million books a month! 

Recently Dynamite visited the Archie of- 
fices. While we were there we sneaked a 
look at the very first Archie comic. It was 
very interesting, because almost all of to- 
day's characters were in that first book. 

“When I sat down to plan the first Archie, 
it was like casting a play,’ Goldwater told 
us. ‘First, I thought Archie should have a 
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loyal friend. That was Jughead. Then to 
make him as different as possible from 
Archie, we made Jughead a_ girl-hater 
whose only real interest was food. Then I 
figured Archie needed a girl friend. But to 
make it a little different, I thought we'd have 
the girls chase him. So we came up with 
Betty, the girl-next-door type, and Veronica, 
the rich, beautiful, glamorous type. Then to 
make things even more interesting, we had 
to think up a rival for Archie. That was 
Reggie, the boy who has everything — ex- 
cept for Archie's girl-appeal.” 

After listening to Mr. Goldwater run this 
down, we couldn't resist any longer. We 
had to ask the questions that all Archie 
readers have wondered about: ‘Will Archie 
ever forget Veronica and settle down with 
Betty?” “Will the Archie gang ever gradu- 
ate from high school?” “Will Archie ever 
get married?” 

The answer to each question was the 
same — NO! “The Archie characters are 
17 and they will be 17 forever," Goldwater 
told us. “We get a lot of mail telling us to let 
the kids graduate and go on to college. Or 
to let Archie get married. But, of course, 
we'll never do that. If we did — that would 
be the end of Archie comics! Also, a lot of 
readers tell us to at least let Archie take 
Betty out a few times. They say we don't 
give her enough of a chance. But Archie has 
always been crazy about Veronica:’ 

One aspect of Archie comics that is al- 
ways changing is the characters’ appear- 
ance. ‘The artists all keep copies of Seven- 
teen and Glamour around to make sure 
the clothes they draw are in style,” Vic 
Gorelick, the art director, told us. “Also, the 
girls change their hair styles a lot.” 

“Will Betty and Veronica ever wear short 
hair?” we asked. 

“Probably not. They've always worn it 
long. Betty likes to tie hers back, but Ver- 
onica can afford to let hers hang loose. The 
artists also consult magazines to make sure 
that the rooms and furnishings they draw 
are authentic.” ;

The artists and writers who create Archie 
comics do not work at the Archie office. 
They all work in their homes and mail in 
their work. The system is that a writer writes 
a script. Then an artist draws it in pencil. 
Then someone else inks in the words and 
the balloons. Then another person inks over 
the pencil drawing. 

Then the comic has to be approved by the 
comics code authority. Did you ever notice 
that white stamp at the top of your comic 
books? No comic can be printed unless it 
has that seal of approval. The code authority 
makes sure that the comic doesn't have too 
much violence or anything else that they 
think is a “no-no.” ; 

Finally, the comic can be colored, printed, 
and sent to your local candy store, where 
you can buy it and see that poor old Betty is 
still mooning after Archie who still only has 
eyes for Veronica who is being chased by 
Reggie ...and soon forever.... 


AAIEE! YAH! ZONK! POW! 


When you hear these sounds and look at 
the pictures on these pages, what do you 
think off Caine of Kung Fu? Or maybe 
Bruce Lee stomping out an army of bad 
guys who have made their last mistake by 
tangling with him. Thanks to the movies 
and TV, almost everyone knows something 
about the forms of the martial arts that are 
kicking around the country. Schools that 
teach karate, kung fu, 
some other forms of self-defense are pop-

ping up. every day. Dynamite didnt want 
to be beaten to the punch, so we checked 
them all out: We found that there's a lot 
more to these arts than just a lot of fighting 
words. Follow with us now as we take you 
on a guided tour around the world of the 
Oriental arts of self-defense. 


KUNG FU 


Kung fu is the granddaddy of them all. 
The basic forms of the art began 5000 years 
age in China, when monks who 
carry weapons had to.devise a way to pro- 
tect themselves. 

The monks who began. kung fu based it 
on the movements ef animals. That's why 
kung-fu fighters move ds if they. are doing a 
smooth and graceful dance: The action is 
built upon movements that are learned sep 
arately, then put together in a steady flow 
of motion.

KARATE 


Karate, or “the art of the empty hand," is 
the most popular martial art. It is done both 
as a sport and as a system of self-defense. 
As a sport, karate is handled like a boxing 
match, with special padding and rules so 
the fighters dont hurt each other too much: 

To learn karate, a student must master 
certain positions called kata. As the student 
learns and masters these kata, he or she 
receives belts of different colors to signify

highest. We asxed a karate expert, Toshio 
Tamano, a sixth-degree black belt at the 
Shorei Kan Karate School, how long it 
would take to earn the tenth-degree black 
belt, the highest rank. He told us, “You'd 
have to be at least 70 years old.” 

Karate teaches punching and kicking and 
the best ways to block and defend yourself 
against these punches and kicks. Like kung 
fu, it has a dancelike appearance. The 
monks who started it wanted to camouflage 
the secrets of their system so they hid them 
in these dancelike movements. 

Some karate moves are really spectacu- 
lar. The flying kick you see in the movies 
is called Tobi-mae-geri. But our expert, 
Tamano, let us in on a secret about the high- 
flying karate films. ‘When you see them 
jump 20 feet in the air,” he said, “they're 
using trampolines.” 

Through years of practice to develop tim- 
ing and control, and exercises to strengthen 
all the muscles of the body, the karate ex- 
perts can perform feats that border on the 
unbelievable. When karate experts split 
thick boards of wood, or pound cement 
blocks to pieces with their hands, feet, or 
head, their whole body and mind are con- 
centrating upon connecting with the exact 
spot they're aiming for. In one karate exhi- 
bition a performer reduced large ice blocks 
into crushed ice with his fist. The strength, 
control, and timing is essential to karate, 
whether for smashing boards or performing 
the movements as non-violent exercises. 


JUJITSU 


Jujitsu is a very old form of the martial 
arts that began in Japan. Jujitsu emphasizes 
throwing techniques. By using leverage, 
you can flip your opponent over and pro- 
tect yourself. 

Jujitsu is known as ‘the art of softness” 
because it does not rely on punching and 
kicking. Jujitsu is very much concerned with 
self-defense. In many classes, attacks are 
set up by using rubber knives to teach stu- 
dents what to do in case the real thing ever 
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arises. But as in all the forms of the martial 
arts, violence is used as a last resort. 


JUDO 


Judo began about 100 years ago. It is 
the sport side of jujitsu. The amazing thing 
about judo is that if all the moves are done 
exactly right, the two fighters cannot possi- 
bly hurt each other, though injuries do some- 
times occur. But there are far less injuries in 
judo than in a karate tournament. 

Judo is called ‘the gentle way.” Like ju- 
jitsu, it doesn't use too much punching and 
kicking, but teaches ways to get an oppo- 
nent off balance without relying upon great 
strength. 


THE SPIRIT OF THE 
MARTIAL ARTS 


The proper spirit is the most important 
thing you must learn in these systems. The 


image most people have is of big, angry 
fighters smashing boards or each other with 
their bare hands. But the true spirit of these 
arts is a peaceful one. They are taught as a 
way to become healthy and stay that way, 
both in body and in mind. The first thing you 


learn from a teacher is that violence is only 
used as a last resort. The best defense is to 
walk away from a fight or talk your way out 
of it. Students of these systems never look 
for or pick a fight. That is not their way. 

When you see people break bricks, 
boards, and giant slabs of ice with their 
head, hands, or feet, that is just for show. 
When judo was made a sport, it was sep- 
arated from jujitsu because a competition to 
find out who's the best fighter is not in the 
true spirit of the martial arts. 

The best time to take up any of these sys- 
tems is when you're young. If you're inter- 
ested, check your phone book or the back 
of some of the karate magazines. Be extra 
choosy about schools because some are 
good and some are not. Have your parents 
check with the Better Business Bureau or 
your local consumer protection department 
to find out if the schools are legitimate. And 
don't trust any school that says you can 
learn everything in a few weeks. 

Remember, some people spend _ their 
whole lives learning these arts. It takes 
years to master them completely. But you 
can still learn something and enjoy your- 
self if you spend a short time with these arts. 
One thing's for sure. It's a healthy way to 
get your kicks!

MAGIC WANDAS 
VANISHING COIN CAPER 


Hey, what's happening? This is Magic 
Wanda, again. Since Halloween just 
passed, I'm sure you all went out trick or 
treating. Since everyone gave you treats to 
put in your bag, I'll make sure your bag of 
tricks isn't empty this month. This simple 
coin-vanishing trick I'm going to show you 
was made famous by Houdini, one of the 
greatest magicians of all time. 


THE TRICK 


What you do in the trick is make a coin 
‘disappear from the palm of your hand into 
thin air. Place a coin, preferably a larger 
sized one like a quarter or nickel, in your 
open palm. Just to show your audience 
you tre not going to slip them any wooden 
nickels, roll up your sleeves. With your palm 
still facing up, show the coin to the audience. 
Ask someone to put a large handkerchief 
over the coin. Say that in order to make sure 
the coin is still there, you'll let them touch it. 
Let them, one by one, put a hand under the 
handkerchief to feel the coin. After everyone 
has felt'the coin, ask a member of the audi- 
ence to tie the ends of the handkerchief 


around your hand. Once that’s done, you're 
ready to make the coin vanish. Ask some- 
one to untie the handkerchief. When they 
lift it off, there'll be no coin in sight! 


HOW IT'S DONE 


This one is so simple you've got to be 
careful not to give it all away. You'll have 
a helper in the audience. Have that person 
be the last one to feel for the coin and say 
it's still there. It really won't be because he 
or she will have slipped the coin out of your 
hand. It might help to dim the lights a little to 
cover up the steal.

Winning the Super Bowl 


P»~ Was the Smartest 
Thing He Ever Did! 


Pro football players are big, strong, and tough. On the field 
they smash each other so hard that it’s no wonder the fans 
sometimes forget that in most ways these big, tough men are 
the same as other people. They have the same feelings inside. 


One day several years ago, in Pittsburgh, 
quarterback Terry Bradshaw was knocked 
flat on his back. Pain shot through his shoul- 
der. He was in agony. Then he heard it. The 
cheer. The Pittsburgh fans were cheering. 
The Pittsburgh Steelers’ quarterback was 
hurt and the fans in his hometown were 
happy about it. 

Terry felt the hurt of the cheer that day 
even more than the hurt of the injury. But 
this wasn't the first time the fans had hurt 
Terry. They simply didn't like him. He had 
made some mistakes in his first years with 
the Steelers, and the fans wouldn't let him 
forget them. 


Terry's first mistake came in 1970, on the 
first day he was with the Steelers. ‘I’m 
happy,” Terry said then. "Il always wanted 
to go with a loser. Inever wanted to go with 
a good team.” 

What Terry had wanted to say, of course, 
was that he liked the challenge of helping 
to build a team into a winner. But it didn’t 
come out that way. ‘Before 1 knew what hit 
me,’ Terry said, ‘everyone was calling me 
a big dumb kid who had a strong arm and 
not enough sense to come out of the rain. 
I was really hurting. I didn't know what life 
was all about when I came to this town.”

spent most of his life in Woodlawn, Louisi- 
ana. Woodlawn was a quiet, friendly com- 
munity.

Tech, pro football scouts flocked to the col- 
lege to watch him play. In Pittsburgh, Art 
Rooney, Jr., read the enthusiastic reports 
from the Steeler scouts. Rooney was in 
charge of picking new players for the Steel- 
ers, and he became very interested in Terry.
